THE PROCESSION. 


The order of the procession has been 
determined upon by Gen. Fred Kneffler, 
marshal of the day. 
Adjutant General 
Koontz and staff, with military compan- 
ies, will precede the hearse and guard of 
honor; then Mrs. Hendricks and family, 
the president of the United States and 
members of the cabinet, ex-President 
Hayes, judges of the United States 
court. United States senators, members 
of the house of representative?), gover- 
nors of states with their staffs, civic or- 
ganizations, etc. 
The line of march will 
be from the church through the princi- 
pal streets of the city to the cemetery. 


IN THE CASKET. 
The body was dressed and put in the 
casket shortly after noon and then re- 
moved down stairs to the front parlor, 
where it will remain until to-morrow, 
when it will be taken to the court house 
to lie in state. 
At present it is exposed 
to view through a heavy plate glass cov- 
ering, and on all sides are elaborate floral 
designs. 
None but intimate friends are 
admitted to the parlor.

Some Because They are Fettered 
by the Bonds of In- 
dolence; 


Some Because Their Selfishness 
is Patent to the Whole 
World. 


Dr. Talmage preached Sunday mom 
ing, in the Brooklyn Tabernacle, on the 
subject: 
"Hissed Oflf the Stage." 
Be 
fore the sermon he expouuded the 2oth 
chapter of Acts concerniDg Paul's ap 
peal unto Csesar. 
The openiog hymn 
was: 


"Our God. our help in ages past, 
Our hrpe ior years to come." 


The text -w^as fiom Job xxvii, 23 
"Men shall clap their hands at him aud 
shall hiss him out of his place." 
Fol 
lowing is the sermon: 


This allusion seems to be dramatic 
The bible more than once makes such 
allusion. 
Paul says: "We are made 
theater (or spectacle) to angels aud to 
men." 
The theater is so old that no one 
can fix the date of its birth. 
Archiloch 
us, Simonides and Solon, who wrote for 
it dithyrambics, lived about six or seven 
hundred years before Christ. 
It is evi 
dent from the text that some of the 
habits of the tbeater-goers were known 
in Job'b time, because in the text he de- 
scribes an actor hissed ofi the stage. 
The impersonator comes on the boards 
and either through lack of study of the 
part he is to take, or inaptness or other 
ir:capaeity, the audience are offended, 
aud express their disapprobation and 
disi-ust first by over-applause, attempt- 
ing bv great claj)piug of hands to drown 
out what he says; and that failing to 
stop the performer they put their tongue 
against their teeth and make terrific 
sibillation until hedisappeare behind the 
curtain. 
"Men sball clap their hands 
at him and shall hiss him out of his 
place." 


THIS WORLD s A STAGE. 


US 
My text suggests that each one of 
is put on the stage of this world to take 
some part. 
McCullough, the actor 
cently buried, was no more certainly ap- 
pointed on anv occasion to appear 
"Spaiticus," or Edwin Forest as "Kiug 
Lear," or Charlotte Cuehman as "Meg 
Merrilles," or John Kemble as "Mac- 
])eth," or Cooke as "Eichard III," or 
Kean as "Othello," than you and I are 
expected to t ke some especial and jDar- 
ticuJar pnrt in the great drama of human 
and immortal life. 
Through what hard- 
ship aud suffering and discipline these 
artists weut year after year that they 
might be perfected in their parts, you 
liave often read. 
But we, put on the 
stage of this life to represent charity and 
faith and humility aud helpfulness—what 
little preparation we have made, although 
wo have three galleries of spectators, 
earth and heaven aud hell! Have we not 
been more attentive to the p irt taken by 
others than to the part taken by our- 
selves, aud -while we needed to be look- 
ing at home aud concentrating ou our 
own duty, we have been criticising 
the other 
performers, 
and 
sayiug 
"that was too high," o»- "too low," or 
"too feeble." or "too extravagant," or 
"to3 tame," or "too demonstrative." 
while we w ere mfiking ourselves a dead 
fiiUure and prej^ariugtobeignomiuiously 
hi.-sed oii' the stage? Each one is assign- 
ed a placo, no supernumeraries hanging 
around the drama of life to take this or 
that or the other part, as he may be call- 
ed upon. 
No one can take our place. 
VVe-cau take no other place. 
Aye, it is 
not the impersonation of another; we 
ourselves are the real 
"Merchant of 
Veuice" or the real "Shylock," the real 
"Cordelia." or the real cruel "Began," 
flie real "Portia," or the real "Lady 
Macbeth," 
The tragedian of the pla. 
house, at the close of the third seene of 
the filth act, takes off the attire of 
•'Gonza'd." or "Edward Mortimer," or 
"Henry v.," and resigns the character 
in which for three hours he appeared. 
But we never put off our character, and 
no change of apparel can make us any 
one else than that which we eternally 
are. 


MANY FAIL THBOUGH DISSIPATION. 
Many make a failure of their part in 
the drama of life through dissipation. 
They have enough intellectual equip- 
ment and good address and geniality un- 
bounded, but they have a wiue closet 
that contains all the forces for their 
social and business and moral over- 
throw. 
So far back as 959 King Edgar 
of England made a law that the driuk 
cup should have pins fastened at a 
certain point in the side so that the in- 
dulger might be reminded to stop be- 
fore he got to the bottom. 
But there 
are no p ns projecting from the sides of 
the modern wiue cup or beer mug, and 
the first point at which millions stop is 
at the gravelly bottom of their own 
graves. 


Dr. Sax, of France, has recently dis- 
covered something which all drinkers 
ought to know. 
He has found that alco- 
hol, in every shape, whether of wine or 
brandy or beer, contains parasitic life, 
called bacillus potumanice. By a power- 
ful microi-cope these living things are 
discovered, and when you take sirong 
drink you take them into the Btomach, 
and then into the blood, and gettlDg in- 
to the crimsos canals of life they go 
into every tiAsue of your body, i^id your 


entire organism is taken poBseasion of by 
these noxious infinitesimals. When in de- 
lirium tremens a man sees every form of 
reptilian life, it is only tuese parasites of 
the brain in an exaggerated size. 
It is 
not a halucination that the victim is suf- 
fering from. 
He only sees in the room 
M hat is actually crawling and rioting in 
bis own brain. 
Every time you take 
strong drink you swallow these maggots, 
and every time the imbiber of alcohol in 
any shape feels vertigo or rheumatism or 
nausea, it is only the jubilee of these 
maggots. Efforts are being made for the 
discovery of some germicide that can kill 
the parasites of alcoholism, but the only 
thing that will ever extirpate them is ab- 
stinence from alcohol and teetotal absti- 
nence, to which I would, before God, 
swear all these young men and old. 


America is a fruitful country, and we 
raise large crops of wheat and com and 
oats, but the largest crop we raise in 
this country ia the crop of drunkards. 
With sickle made out of the sharp edges 
of the broken glass of bottle and demi- 
john they are cut down, and there are 
whole swathes of them, whole winrows 
of them, and it takes all the hospitals 
and penitentiaries and grave-yards and 
cemeteries to hold this harvest of hell. 
Some of you are going down under this 
evil, and the never-dying worm of alco- 
holism has wound around you one of its 
coils aud by next New Year's Day it wi'l 
have another coi' around you, and it will 
after a while put a coil around your 
tongue aud a coil around your brain and 
a coil around your lung and a coil 
around your foot aud a coil around your 
heart; and some day this never-dying 
worm will, with one spring, tighten all 
the coils at once, aud in the last twist 
of that awful convolution you will cry 
out: "Oh, my God!" and be gone. 
The 
greatest of dramatist.-^, in the tragedy of 
"Tempest," sends staggering across the 
stage "Stephauo," the drunken butle»-; 
but across the stage of human lifestrong 
drink sends kingly and queenly and 
princely 
natures 
staggering forward 
against the foot lights and couspiculty, 
and then staggering back into failure, 
till the world is impatient for their dis- 
appearance, and hnruan and diabolic 
voices join in hissiug them off th ' stage. 
MANY FAIL THROUGH INDOLENCE. 
Many also make a failure in the drama 
of life through indolence. 
They aro al- 
ways making calculation how little they 
cau do for the corupeusatiun they get. 
There are more lazy mii isters, lawyers, 
doctors, mercliants, artists and farmers 
than have ever V)een counted Ui^on. 
Community is full 
of lag.utrds and 
shirkers. 
I can tell it from the way 
they crawl along the streets, from tlieir 
tardiness in meeting engagements, from 
the lethargies that seem to hang the 
foot when they lilt it, to the haud when 
tney put it up, to the words when they 
s p e a k . 


Two young men in a store. 
In the 
morning the one goes to his post the 
last minute or one minute behind. 
The 
other is ten minutes btfore time and has 
his hat and coat hung up and is at his 
post waiting for duty. 
The one is ever 
and anon iu the afternoon looking at his 
watch to see if it is not most time to shut 
up. 
The other stays half an hour after 
he might go, and, when asked why, s -ys 
he wanted to look over some entries he 
had made to be sure he was right, or to 
put up some new goods that had been 
left out of place. 
The one is very punc- 
tilious about doing work not exactly be- 
longing to him. 
The other is glad to 
elp the other clerks in their work. The 
first will be a jirolonged nothing and he 
will be poorer at sixty than at twenty. 
The other will be a merchant prince. 


Indolence is the cause of more failures 
in all occupations than you have ever 
suspected. 
People sire too lazy to do 
what they can do, and waut to undertake 
that what they cau uot do. In the drama 
of life they don't waut to be a common 
soidier, carrying a haU)ert across the 
stage, or a falconer, or a mere attendant, 
and so lounge about the scenes till they 
hall be called to be a Macready or a 
Junius Brutus Booth. They say, "Given 
me the part of 'Timon of Athens' rather 
than that of 'Flavius'his steward," "Let 
me be Cymbeline, the King, rather than 
Pisauo, the servant." After a while they 
by some accident of prosperity 
or 
circumstances, get in the place for which 
they have no qualification. And very 
soon, if the mau be a merchant, he is 
oing around asking his creditors to 
compromise for ten cents on the dollar. 
Or, if a clergyman, he is making tirades 
against the 
ingratitude of 
churche.-'. 
Or, if au attorney, by unnkillful manage- 
ment he loses a case in which widows 
and orphans are robbed of their portion. 
Or, if a physician, he by malpractice 
gives his patient rapid transit from this 
world to the next, as the clumsy surgeon 
of Charles II., King of Navarre, having 
sewed up the feeble limbs of tho King 
in a sheet soaked of inflammable ma- 
terial, and having no knife <o cut the 
thread, took a candle to burn off the 
thread, and the bandages took tire and 
consumed the King. Our incompetent 
friend would have made a splendid horse 
doctor, but he wanted to be prt)tebS()r of 
anatomy iu a university. He Cduld have 
sold enough confectionary to have sup- 
ported his family, but he wanted to have 
sugar refinery like the Havemeyers. 
He could have meuded shoes, but he 
anted to mend the Constitution of the 
United States. 
Towards the ei d of life 
these people are out of patience, out of 
money, out of friends, out of everything. 
They go to the poor-house or keep out 
it by running in debt 
to all the 
grocery and dry goods »tores that will 
trust them. 
P*i.'ple will begin to won- 
der when the curtain will drop on the 
see e. After a while, leaving but their 
compliments to pay their doctor, under- 
taker, and Gabriel 
Grubb,~ the grave 
digger, they disappear. Exeunt! Hissed 
off the stage! 


MANY FAIL THBOUGH SELFISH VESS. 
Others fail in the drama of life through 
demonstrated selfiphness. Th^y make all 
the rivers empty into the sea, all the 
roads of emolument end at their door and 
they gather all the plumes of honor for 
their brow. 
They help no one, encour- 
age no one, rescue no one 
"How big a 
pile of money can I get?" "How much 
of the world can I absorb?" are the chief 
questions. 
They feel toward the com- 
mon people as the Turk felt toward the 
asapi or common soldiers, considering 
them of no use except to till up the 
ditches with their dead bodies while the 
other t oops walked over th:'m to take 
the fort. 
After a while the prince of 
worldly success is sick. 
The only inter- 
est society has in bis illness is the effect 
that his possible decease may have on 
the money markets; 
Alter awhile he 


dies. Great newspaper capitals announce 
how he started with nothing and ended 
with every thing. 
Although for sake of 
appearance, some people put a handker- 
chief to the eye, there is not one genuine 
tear shed between Central Park and the 
Battery, or between Brooklyn Heights 
and Brooklyn Hill. The heirs sit up all 
night where he lies in state, discussing 
what the old fellow has probably done 
with his money. 
It takes all the livery 
stables within two miles to furnish fun- 
eral equipage, and all the mourning 
stores are kept busy selling weeds of 
grief. 
The stone cutters send in propos- 
als for a monument. 
The minister at the 
obsequies reads of the 
resurrection, 
which makes the hearers fear that if the 
unscrupulous financier does come up in 
the general rising, he will try to get a 
corner on tombstones and graveyard 
fences. All good men are glad that the 
moral nuisance has been removed. 
The 
Wail street speculators are glad, be- 
cause there is more room for themselves. 
The heirs are glad, because they get 
possession of the long delayed inherit- 
ance. 
Dropping every feather of all his 
plumes, every certificate of nil his stock, 
every bond of all his iuvestmeutg, every 
dollar of all his fortune, he departs; aud 
all the rolling of the dead march in Saul, 
and all the pageantry of his interment, 
aud all the exquisiteness of sarcophagus, 
aud all the extravagance of epitaphology 
can not hide the fact that my text has 
come again to tremendous fulfillment: 
"Men shall clap their hands at him and 
shall hiss him out of the place." 


You see the clapping comes before 
the hiss. 
The world cheers before it 
damns. 
So, it is said, the deadly asp 
tickles before it stings. Going up, is he? 
Hurrah! 
Stand back and let his gallop- 
ing horses dash by—a whirlwind of 
plated harness and tinkling head gear 
and arched neck! 
Diiuk deep of his 
Madeira and cognac. 
Boast of how well 
you know him. 
Ail hats off as he passes. 
Bask for days andyeirsin the sunlight 
of his prosperity. 
Going down, is he? 
Pretend to be near sighted, so that you 
can not see him as he walks past. Wneu 
men ank you if you know him, halt and 
hesitate as though you were trying to 
call up a dim memory, aud sa^ : "Weil, 
y-e-e-s; yes, I believe I ouce did know 
him, but have not seen him ior a long 
while." 
Cross a different ferry from the 
one where you u^^ed to meet him, lest he 
ask for financial help. 
When you 
started life he spoke a good word for 
you at the bank. 
Talk down his credit 
now that his fortunes are collapsing. 
He put his name ou two of your notes; 
tell him that you have changed your 
mind a'.H'ut such things and that you 
never endorse. 
After a while his mat- 
ters come to a ^ead halt, and an assign- 
ment, or suspension, or sheriff's sale 
takes place. 
You say: 
"He ought to 
have stopped sooner! Just as I expected. 
He made too big a splash iu the world. 
Glad the baloon has burst." 
Ha, ha! 
Applause when he went up; sibilant de- 
rision wheu he came down. 
"Men shall 
clap their hands at him aud hiss him out 
of his place." 
So, high up amid the 
crags the eagle flutters dust into the 
eyes of the roebuck, and then with eyes 
blinded it gees tumbling over the preci- 
pice, the great antlers crashing on the 
rooks. 


Now, compare some of these goings 
out of life with the departure of men 
aud women, who in the drama of life 
took the part that God assigned them, 
and then weut away honored of men and 
Plauded of the Lord Almighty. 


A FAB DIFFEBENT PICTUBE. 


It is about fifty years ago that, in a 
comparitively small apartment of the 
city, a newly-married pair setup a home. 
Tho first guest that was invited in that 
residence was the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
the bible given the bride ou the day of 
her espousals was the guide of that 
household. 
Days of sunshiue were fol- 
lowed by days of shadow. 
Did you 
ever know a home that for fifty years 
had no vicissitude?" 
The young woman 
who left her father's house for her young 
husband's home started out with a par- 
ental benediction and good advice she 
will never forget. 
Her mother said to 
her the day before the marriage, "Now, 
my child, you are going away from us. 
Of course, ius long as your father and I 
live you with feel that you cau come to 
us at any time. 
But your home will be 
elsewhere. From long experience I find it 
is best to serve (Sod. 
It is very bright 
with you now, my child, and you may 
think you cau get along without religion, 
but the days will come when you will 
want God, and my advice is established 
a family altar, aud, if need be, coudiict 
the worship yourself." 
The counsel 
was taken, aud that young wife conse- 
crated every room in the liouse to God. 


Years parsed on and there wereiu that 
home hilarities, but they were good and 
healthful, and sorrows, but thev were 
comforted. 
Marriages 
as bright as 
orange blossoms could make them and 
i-urials iu which all hearts were riven. 
They have a family lot in the cemetery, 
but all the place is illuminated with 
stories of resurrection and reunion. The 
children of the household that have 
lived have grown up, and they are all 
christians, the fa'her and mother lead- 
ing the way and the children followed.

The day of the obsequies comes and the 
officiating clergyman tells the story of 
wifely and motherly endurance, and 
many hearts on earth and in heaven echo 
the sentiment aud as she ia carried off 


the stage of this mortal life there «re 
cries of •'Faithful unto death, she hath 
done what she could," while overpower- 
ing all the voices of earth and heaven is 
the plaudit of the God who watched her 
from first to last, saying: "Well done, 
good and faithful servant; thou hast 
been faithful over a few thing, I will 
make thee ruler over many things, 
Enter thou into the joy of thy Lord."

He is 
old now, and realizes it cannot be long 
before he must quit all these scenes; but 
he is going to leave his children au in- 
heritance of prayer and Christian princi- 
ples which all the defalcations of earth 
can never touch, aud as he goes out of 
the world the church of God blesses him 
and the poor ring his door bell to see if 
he is any better, and his grave is sur- 
rounded by a multitude who went ou 
foot and stood there before the proces- 
sion of carriages came up, aud some say 
there will be no one to take his place, 
aud otherssay, "Whowill pity me now?

low the bequests and the signature, "By 
me, William Shakspere." 
"Witnesses 
to the publishiu'j lereof: F. Collyns, 
Jesse Shaw, John Robinson, Hamnet 
Sadler, Eobert Whattcott."

V A C C I N A T I O N .

humanity.''

even so simple a matter as vaccina- 
tion is liable to result in Bright's dis- 
ease.

smail-pox there is albuminaria. and if

The fact of the matter is, and it is 
getting to be more and more recog- 
nized every day, a verv little d.isi,urb- 
ance of the system will produce de- 
arrangement of the kidnejs, which 
eventually, result in Bright's disease.

physical excesses; mental 
worry; excessive indulgence in certain 
stimulants and narcotics; irregularities 
of life and habits; the taking of a cold;

The Eloquent Scorner of "Snobs 
and Snobbery" in a Little 
Muss at Altoona. 


The people of Fort Wayne will remem- 
ber Col. L, F. Copeland, as he was gen- 
erally known as the ''silver tongued ora- 
tor." 
His home was in South Bend, yet 
he was well known throughout Indiana 
and adjoining states. 
He was in former 
years a democrat, but in 1879 he joined 
the ranks of the greenback party and 
preached the fiat doctrine to the people 
all over the country. When not engaged 
in politicaUpeaking he sought the lecture 
platform and his "Snobs and Snobbery 
and "Mistakes of Bob"—a reply to In- 
gersoll—have been heard in Eorfc Wayne 
and all the principal cities. 
He married 
a lady in Michigan, but practiced law in 
South Bend, and conducted himself in a 
law-biding, gentlemanly manner. About 
a year ago he turned a cold shoulder to 
democracy and greenbackism and re-en- 
tered the fold of the republican party, 
making speeches for them during the 
last campaign. 
He is glib in tongue, 
prepossessing in speech, and had a faculty 
of making friends wherever he went, 
but he appears to have gotten himself 
into trouble. From the following para- 
graph, clipped from the Conneautville, 
(Pa ) Courier, Mr. Copeland appears in 
a bad light: 


"Col. L. F. Copeland, who for years 
has been one of the popular lecturers at 
county teachers' institute, and who lec- 
tured here last winter, was chased out of 
a hotel at Altoona a few days since for 
traveling and rooming with a woman not 
his wife.

THE SUPKEME COURT. 


Important Suggestions by Chief 
Justice Niblack 
to the 
Lawyers of the 
State. 


"Call day" in the supreme court no 
longer attracts the leading attorneys of 
the state as it formerly did, as, under an 
enactment of the last legislature, causes 
are submitted without personal attention. 
To those who were present Chief Justice 
Niblack suggested the possbility of hav- 
ing oral argument on important cases on 
call day in the future. 
He also recom- 
mended that the bar take some steps to 
either reorganize the old State Bar asso- 
ciation or form another at the annual 
meeting next May, at which a committee 
should be appointed or other action 
taken to report a plan for relieviu r the 
supreme court of some of its work to the 
next legislature. He said that it was now 
generally conceded that there must be 
either an intermediate cour:. or the num- 
ber of judges on the supreme bench 
must be increased and he thought that 
the bar of the state should take the ini- 
tial step in presenting the matter to the 
legislature. 
At present about 750 cases 
are appealed to the supreme court every 
year and not more than 450 decided, so 
there is no chance of "catching up." 
There are now 125 more cases on the 
docket than there were at the beginning 
of the May term, and the volume of liti- 
gation seems to be on the iacrease from 
vear to year. 
The court also appointed 
John R. 
Wil on, John B. Elam and 
James L. Mitchell as a committee to 
examine applicants for admission to the 
bar.
